JEWELS FOR MERMAIDS. 


Gold anfl Diamond* at the Bottom of 


the Sea. 


On ths Cornish const, about five miles 


from the Lizard, it is quite common to 
pick tip Spanish dollars which have been 
cashed ashore from the wreck of a galleon 
chat went down in 17S4 with a large 
amount; of bullion on board. 


It is surprising that with all the modern 


appliances for diving, systematic attempts 
are not more frequently made to recover 
treasure from the deep. 


As early as 1598 a great deal of treasure 


Was recovered, including the historical 
golden cup which once belonged to Fred- 
erick, king of Sicily, from the wreck of 
ona of the ships of the "invincible ar- 
mada." 


In 1GSO an American named William 


Phipps came over from Virginia to this 
country and craved for the assistance of 
Charles II toward recovering soma wreck- 
ed treasures on tho coast of Hispanioln. 
Charles provided him with a ship nnd the 
necessary funds, but the first attempt 
proved unsuccessful. 


In a second effort he was financed by the 


Duke of Albemarlo, and this time he suc- 
ceeded in recoverinG! specie to the value of 
£200,000, and aftur pnying all expenses he 
was r.ble tog:i\o tho duke the sum of .-280,- 
000 as his shara in the -venture. 


Tho spcoia on board H. M. S. Lntine, 


wrc'siod" in 1799 off the coast of Holland, 
amounted to £1,200(000, and the -whole of 
this htill remains at the bottom of the sen, 
v,-ith the exception of i;99,85a recovered in 
tho year 1859. Attempts to recover the 
remainder are still being made. 


Diving operations resulted in the recov- 


ery of £80,000 in gold from the wreck of 
the ill fated Royal Charter, which took 
place close to Moelfra, off the Angelsea 
coast, but a vast number of diamonds are 
still lying about the wreck. 


Forty thousand pounds in specie was re- 


covered from the wrack of the Hamilla 
Mitchell, in the Chinese aea, after lying 
in 33 fathoms of water for upward of 20 
years, and £90,000 in gold was saved from 
the wreck of the Alfonso XII, which was 
sunk in 96% fathoms of water off tho 
Canary islands in 1885. 


Some of the French ships sunk at Traf- 


algar contained vast treasure. 
Five tons 


of silver plate, including the famous silver 
gatea of St. John's cathedral, Malta, and 
a ton and a half of gold plate, mostly stud- 
ded with jtweU, the plunder of the Mal- 
tese churches, were en board one of these 
chips. 


Kot an ounce of this treasure has been 


recovered.-^

on the quostion of Cuban in<J»pendence. 


Senator Perkins: An able resume c-I 


the situation and of the facts leading up 
to the war. 


The Democrats were even more averse 


than the ^Republicans to discuss th» 
paper. Senator Jones of Arkansas was 
»n exception. He found in the message 
•, number of points which did not accord 
with his views. One of these was the 
proposition to continue the volunteer 
army in existence until the standing 
army can be increased. "Some of us do 
not favor the increase of the standing 
army," he said, "and the president has no 
rig-ht to assume that a majority stand 
with him on that proposition." The 
senator also questioned the president's 
right to hold the volunteers in service 
^beyond the time of signing the peace 
treaty. Senator Jonas interpreted th« 
president's expression upon the nnances 
as a pronouncement for the gold stand- 
ard and for the retirement of the green- 
backs, and said that he did not believe 
that anything Hka a majority of the 
American people would endorse him in 
this respect. Senator Jones also ex- 
pressed surprise at the absence of any 
recommendation concerning: the Philip- 
pines. 


Senator Pasco also commented upon 


the absence of any reference to "points 
concerning which we moat desire in- 
formation." 


Senator Teller said there woiUfl be dis- 


appointment over the failure of the 
president to outline a government for the 
Philippines- "But," he remarked, "it is 
wise for the president not to indicate 
his views on that subject, for that is 
purely and properly a legislative ques- 
tion, and one that should be left to con- 
gress." Senator Teller further said: 
"The friends of bimetallism, either na- 
tional or international, will find no en- 
couragement from anything that th* 
president says in his messaga. The 
(president, in the most emphatic way, in- 
dicates his intention to maintain. the 
gold standard." 


Chairman Dingley: The message givea 


a clear presentation of the existing 
situation and valuable suggestions that 
will aid materially at the proper time 
hereafter in solving the different prob- 
lems before us. It ts to toe noted that 
the president states that our revenue 
laws are working- well, with no sugges- 
tion of any needed modification. 


Representative 
Richardson (Dem.): 


The president makes an interesting and 
satisfactory review of the Spanish war, 
but it is disappointing that he'failea to 
t«ll us what we are to do with the new 
possessions. Three-fourths of the mes- 
sage relates to foreign affairs. , Banking 
and currency and all official reform legis- 
lation, so properly promised in 1S9G, get 
no mention, and our condition in respect 
to these matters ia to be left unchanged.

It was a rapid convention, with every 


appearance of being carefully and suc- 
cessfully planned out ahead. The va- 
rious names were dropped into the 
proper nominations like clock work, 
with enough spicy discussion on meth- 
ods to make it a lively meeting. The 
only hotly disputed nomination of the 
lot was for second place on the school 
committee. Here there was fun enough 
to last a long time, and "We don't 
want him," as signifying- the demo- 
cratic feeling for republicans, jumped 
into instant popularity as a political 
Phrase. Attempts were made to nomi- 
nate two republicans for the office, but 
they failed conspicuously, while the 
W. C. T. U. was given another R. S. 
V. P. of the negative kind. 


The contest for mayoralty nomina- 


tion was the chief one of the occasion, 
and the affair was rushed through In 
a manner that was apparently highly 
satisfactory to a part of the delegates. 
No names were placed before the con- 
vention, and the first informal ballot 
which gave Goodrich 22 to Bartlett's 
13, was promptly made formal on mo- 
tion of C. E. Whitney. 


A noticeable feature of the noniina, 


tions was the presentation of the name 
of James W. Knott, the socialist can- 
didate for councilman in ward 1 by 
the ward 6 delegation. Only one name 
was presented from each ward, and the 
list was voted on together by accla- 
mation. 
Councilman McDonald, 
the 


republican nominee for F. F. Hooker's 
unexpired term, was endorsed, on the 
ground that the democratic party as

names of Miss Anna Jackson, John F.

A feature of the convention was the

W. H. Chase ob- 
ected that the charter specified con- 
tract labor for all jobs amounting to 
more than $500. 
Mr. Crowley pulled

Morning Session 
of the Northern 


Berkshire District Convention. 


Relations ol Teacher 


and Pupil. 


The North Berkshire district Sunday 


school convention is being held at the 
Congregational church in this city to- 
day. 
The 
convention opened at 10 


o'clock this morning. There were about 
40 people- present, and delegates from 
Adams, Clarksburg', Florida, Savoy. 
\Viliamstown and Stamford, Vt., kept 
arriving- during the morning: session. 


The opening services were conducted 


by Rev. J. A. Hamilton, after which 
Ilev. W. L. Tenney welcomed all pres- 
ent in a gracious manner. 


The 
introductory address was 
on 


"Our 
Needs and 
Opportunities" by 


President I .F. Hall. He said one of 
the greatest needs of the Sunday school 
was to get the pupils in a condition to 
learn. Too often there is a vast space 
between the teacher and pupil. 
The 


former is too far above the latter. The 
teacher to be successful must begin on 
a level with the pupil and work up to- 
gether. 
The teacher as well as the 


pupil must prepare lessons. The teach- 
er should be in touch with the pupil 
and that need is her opportunity. After 
this an open discussion of a "Teacher's 
Success and Difficulties" was held and 
a number of the delegates took part in 
relating personal experiences. A hymn 
was suns and Mrs. Chase presided at 
the piano. 
• Hamilton S. Conant, state secretary 
of the Massachusetts association, of 
which the North Berkshire district is 
a branch, was introduced. He talked 
on Sunday school work in general. He 
said systematic 
Bible 
study ceases 


when the average person leaves Sun- 
day school. 
When a Sunday school 


loses its young people it ceases to 
teacii. Lecturing is not teaching. Re- 
ligious work has been dropped in the 
schools. 
This gives a golden oppor- 


tunity to the Sunday school. A great 
trouble is that Sunday school teachers 
do not realize that fact. Notwithstand- 
ing many reports, there is more Bible 
study today than there ever was be- 
fore. 
A new way to gain -a larger 


membership is to form home depart- 
ments. 
These 
departments 
where 


they have been formed have not de- 
tracted from the Sunday school, but 
increased its numbers and the depart- 
ments are very helpful. 
The speaker 


believed in a regular normal training 
for Sunday school teachers. - He was 
very interesting and quoted important 
statistics. 


A .discussion on "Memorizing Scrip- 


ture" was carried on by Rev. ~W. L. 
Tenney, Principal F. F. Murdock and 
Rev. Miles B. Fisher and some excel- 
lent ideas were brought out. The gen- 
eral thought was that a child should 
not be compelled to memorize pas- 
sages till they were fully understood. 
Rev. K. B .Foskett of Adams made 
a. fine address on "The Supreme Work 
of the Teacher." It was followed by a 
discussion, opened by Rev. A. B. Penni- 
man.
